Publication of this notice serves as commencement of the thirty-day period for appeal by 
third parties pursuant to TCA 69-3-105(i).  

NRS05.186 Canadian National Railway, for the discharge of fill material in wetlands 
adjacent to the Hatchie River associated with the replacement of timber 
trestles, near Rialto in Tipton and Haywood Counties. ISSUED 

NRS06.311 Waste Management Inc. of Tennessee, to place fill in 0.53 acres of 
jurisdictional wetlands and 200 linear feet of an unnamed tributary to 
Cane Creek; Camden, Benton County. ISSUED 

NRS06.312 ProVenture Commercial Real Estate, for the placement of fill in 0.65 acres 
of jurisdictional wetland; placement of stream #1 in 120 feet of culvert and 
the relocation of 370 feet and the relocation of 650 feet of stream #2; 
Wilson County. ISSUED  

NRS06.393 Bristol Motor Speedway, for the placement of fill in 0.93 acres of 
jurisdictional wetland; Bristol, Sullivan County. ISSUED 

NRS07.011 Martin Marietta Materials, dredge accumulated sediments from their 
loading fleeting dock on McKellar Lake, Shelby County. ISSUED (with 
modification to disposal site) 

NRS07.015 Belz Investco GP, construction of a mixed-use residential and commercial 
development will involve the construction of three impoundment and 
impact 970 linear feet of an unnamed tributary. Lakeland, Shelby County. 
ISSUED 

NRS07.025 Kingsport Pavilion, for the relocation of 435 linear feet and the placement 
of fill in 0.14 acres of jurisdictional wetland. Kingsport, Sullivan County. 
ISSUED  

NRS07.092 Stonebrook Development, LLC, for the alteration to unnamed tributaries 
to Jones Creek by installing two road crossings and three gravity sewer 
crossings to facilitate residential development, Dickson, Dickson County. 
ISSUED 

NRS07.131  Kurt Conner, clean out an existing small stream impoundment and line 
with bentonite; unnamed tributary to West Fork Aenon Creek, near Spring 
Hill in Williamson County. ISSUED 

NRS06.272  City of Trenton, Department of Light and Water to construct a new 
wastewater treatment lagoon and interceptor sewer that will permanently 
impact 3.9 acres and temporary impact 1.5 acres of jurisdictional wetland.
